Barton, president of the lied Cross so- 
ciety, after consideration of the ema- 
nations from the Turkish government 
through its legation here, said to a ru-

•The movement for Armenian relief 


lid not originate with the Hud <'ross. 
The first appeal for the Ked I ross to 
actcamc from the missionary biKiriKot 
Constantinople, and ui-iv brought, to it 
from the various committees of this 
country asking that the lied Cross con- 
sent to'distribute the relief funds in 
Armenia. To these and other bodies as 
well as rt-preseutative 
citizens, \ve 


nade two conditions: First, that the 
•equesl be unanimous from tho people 
jf the entire country, regardless of 
religious, sectarian or other denomina- 
tions, in order that there should be 
perfect harmony of action. Second, 


a sum of money sutric-ient to do 


credit and honor to the United htates 
,ind adequate to the relief desirod 
should be placed at our disposal to 
distribute. 
It w.is decider! that the first condi- 


tion that of unanimity, was more than 
complied with, and on the 14th of De- 
cember the Ked Cross accepted the 
trust on reasonable assurance that tlio 
second proviso would be met 


••On the «.ith of January the guaran- 


tee of funds was assured by the na- 
tional committee. 
\Ve had previously 


corresponded bv cable with the inter- 
national committee of Geneva, 
the 


official head of all the Ued Cross, treaty 
nations, and learned that it had "no 
objections" to our acceptance of the 
trust. 


•As a)! conditions were thus com- 


plied with, we had uo option left us 
but to consent to set sail within two 
weeks, the time named by the commit- 
tee, which, as a duty, we were per- 
fectly ready and willing to. do, liow- 
ever'hazardous and pitiless the. task 
before us might be. According to the 
well-known custom of the Ked Cross, 
we had no part in the raising of the 
money; «e\,ere simply asked to take 
and distribute America s funds.

\VA8UiseroN, Jan. 15.—Mavroyeni 


Bey. the 
Turkish 
minister to the 


United States, yesterday aftcrioon 
authorized the publication of the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to the re- 
ported intentions of the Red Cross as- 
•ociatiou: 


"Yon ask me,' said the Turkish min- 


ister, "what I have to say about the 
statement that the Red Cross society 
has decided not to pay any attention 
to the communication until it is offi- 
cially transmitted to it by the Turkish 
government or the Turkish minister. 
My answer iu very simple, and it is the 
following: 


"The Red Cross ha% never communi- 


cated with this legation. It had only 
communicated to my knowledge with 
the press and the public, its president, 
Miss Clara liarton, assisting without 
protest at public meetings where the 
most gross and unju*t abuse was made 
of the Turkish government, religion 
and race. As the Red Cross, or any of 
its representatives, never visited this 
legation it is clear and logical that 
this legation has nothing to communi- 
cate to said society. 


"This legation sends this communi- 


cation to the press because it i.s the 
public that the lied Cross took into its 
confidence; but naturally will always 
be ready and pleased to give to the 
Red Cross society any explanation it 
may think proper to ask for." 


"This whole question," added the 


minister, "is a question of right. 
Suppose, for one moment, that your 
Indians were to revolt against your 
legitimate authority. Suppose that 
you put down their revolt, and sup- 
pose that in some foreign country 
some foreigners were to calumniate 
publicly your civilization, your race 
and your religion. Not satisfied with 
that, suppose those foreigners, on the 
strength of such 
false accusation, 


were to raise money and bring it for 
distribution, through their own chan- 
nels, however respectable the latter 
might be, to the very people that re- 
volted 
against 
your 
government; 


would that money, raised on hatred 
and denunciation; 
would 
even a 


moral aid from foreigners be wel- 
come to this great country of yours, 
however welcome it might be for ob- 
vious reasons to your Indians? As 
you see this whole question is a very 
clear one. But 1 wish you at the 
same time to understand—even to-day, 
notwithstanding the contrary assur- 
ances of interested parties—the Turk- 
ish government 
has no animosity 


whatsoever against the Armenians 
and only wishes to see them prosper 
under its legitimate and rightful au- 
thority.

Special Chicago Letter. 


The "Sanitary District of Chicago" 


s the official title of the chartered 
>ody which is at present building a 
great canal for the purpose of clispos 
ng of Chicago's sewage and puniying 
Chicago's water supply. The affairs 
of this district are administered by a 
Doard of nine trustees who have thj 
sower of levying an annual tax of one- 
mlf of one per cent, on the property 
situated within the territory under 
their jurisdiction, which include the 
city of Chicago and about 40 square 
miles outside the city limits. 
It is 


estimaated that the total cost of this 
vast undertaking—the most ttupen- 
dous municipal enterprise in the 
world's history—will not fall short of 
$30,000,000. 


The technical management ol the 


construction of the canal is in the 
hands of Isham .Randolph, an engi- 
neer of national reputation, who, in 
a recent pamphlet, furnished some fig- 
ures which cannot fail to be of gen- 
eral interest. He says, among other 
things, that the channel should be con- 
sidered in three distinct divisions. The 
fli,-st of these is eight miles long, ex- 
tending from Bobey street, in the city 
of Chicago, to a place called Summit. 
This division is being excavated 110 
feet wide at the bottom with side 
blopes of two feet horizontal to ore foo< 
vertical, 200 feet wide at the water 
line with a depth of 22 leetand i flow- 
ing capacity of about 300,QpO cubic feet, 
per minute. This division is b"ilt to 
meet the present needs of the city 
only, the reason being that it can be 
easily dredged hereafter to meet the 
full demands of the law under \\hicli 
the work is being excavated, which re• 
quires a flow of 20,000 cubic feet per 
minute for every 100,000 inhabitant* of 
the district. 


The second division in' geological 


classification extends from Summit to

This portion of the 
channel is reduced in width to 100 feet 
at bottom, sides vertical, with two 
off- 


sets of six inches each, making the top 
width 1G2 feet. 


The entire work is rli\ided into 29 


sections, and each section is about n 
mile in length. Every five or si\ sec- 
tions together are in control of a corps 
of engineers,whosuperiutendthe work 
and make semi-monthly estimates by 
which pajnients are made, the district 
retaining 12'/2 percent, until the work 
is finished. The entire contracts for 
the material to be excavated on the 
main channel, including the rner di- 
version, amount to practically $19,000,- 
COO.aml at this time close to 05 per cent, 
of the material has been excarated. It 
is safe to say that over $750,000 is in- 
vested in appliances, tools, and ma- 
chinery on this channel.

The old drain,ige pumping station at 


Chicago diverted a portion of the city's, 
sewage into the Desplaines river, a 


! tributary of the llinois river. The Des- 


plaines is an unreliable stream. It 
rans in close proximity to the Chicago 
liver, and for a distance of nearly CO 
miles runs close up to Lake Michigan. 
In &ummer it is a sluggish stream, but 
in the spring and autumn it rises out of 
its banks and flows over the Summit 
into the Chicag-o river, sending back- 
to Lake Michigan not only the sewage 
Dumped into it hut all the refuse it has 
gathered along its own course, thereby 
polluting the city's water supply, 
which is obtained from Lake Michigan, 
andaddingncw terrors to Chicago river 
whose vile odors have become prover- 
bial. 


To overcome these difficulties it was 


found necessary to take from Lake 
Michigan enough fresh water to make 
a pure river which Khould have suffi- 
cient flow to carry all the drainage of 
Chicago through an artificial channel 
in another direction by way of the Des- 
plaines, Illinois .and Mississippi rivers 
to the Gulf of Mexico. The foremost 


labor, and yet it cost $30,000,000. The 
cost of the Chicago omal, borne by a 
population of about 2,000,000, will ^ot 
exceed $30,000,000. 
• In the minds of enthusiastic Chi- 
cagoans there is no" doubt that, eventu- 
ally, the. drainage eanal will be con- 
verted into a- great ship canal. As long- 
afro as 1837 tlie United States govern- 
ment built a canal, 97 miles in lenglh, 
connecting the Chit-ago river with the 
head of navigable waters of the Illi- 
nois river, at la. Salle, III.; and a fi_w 
years ago the 1 inkling of the Hcune[im 
canal, connecting the Mississippi river 
with the Illinois, was authorised by 
congress. The old Illinois and Michi- 
gan canal i? still in active operation 
and could bev widened at comparatively 
smrll expense. The drainage channel 
could be converted into a ship canal 
in the course of a few months, and 
thus Uncle Sam could readily estab- 
lish water communication between the 
great lakes and the Gulf of Mexico. 


When work on the channel was com- 


menced, in September, 1892, the pre- 
diction was made that the new oiidct 
would induce the levels of Lakes Mir-li- 
igan and Huron fully six inches. The 
United States government, to wh- 
the question was presented for investi- 
gation, appointed a board of engineers 
to examine the work and its probal ie 
effect on lake and harbor levels. This 
board lias just made a report, from 
which it appears that the national gov- 
ernment will have to assume some kind 
of control of the channel, the reasjns 
given being as follows: 


There la nothing to show that the con 
sent of congress has been asked for till* 
enterpiise, and It Is certain that it ha!| 
not been treated aa an Interstate or In- 
ternallonal affair. With this established 
fact it is impossible to think that super- 
vision of the United States will not ex- 
tend to the canal in due time. This will 
become necessa-y as soon as it becomes 
a part of the system of navigable water- 
ways. If the new outlet reduces the levels 
of Lakes Michigan and Huron about six 
Inches, that effect will be produced in 
about two years, It not being a question ol 
many years, as seme suppose. The board 
feel-j very sure therefore, that: First, the 
drainage canal is not solely a state af- 
fair, but a national one. Second, the tan- 
pins, of the like-) must alTixt thc'r levels.

It Is neces- 
si ry, In tin- opinion of the board, not only 
that measurements be taken, but that the 
money cost of reitorlng the navigable 
depths m channels and harbors be careful- 
ly estimated. The navigable capacity of 
all harbors and channels on the great 
lakes below St. Mary-» Fall* would be 
Injuriously affected by the proposed canal, 
and the navigability of the Inner harbor 
of Chicago woul J be made difficult by th« 
Introduction of » current therein.
